A Mail from France has bronglit the Paris 
Letter of Seprember 18. 

- Paris, Sept. 18. °Tis advifed from the 
Camp at Spire and from Forc-Louis the 8th 
Inftant, that there was arrived at Fort-Louis 
a Convoy of 2c0o Bombs with other Stores 
of War; that great Quantities of Corn and 


Meal. were bringing together; and that 


Bridges were begun co be laid over theRhine, 
fer the Army to p2fsit; mean while ‘twas 
not believed the Army would decamp from 
the Pofts they are poffeffed of along the 


Rhine, before the Arrival of the Corn which: 


the People on the Side of Mentz have en- 
gozed to furnith us with for fear of having 
their’Country ‘foraged. The greateft Pare 
of the faid Corn is defigned for the Maga- 


zines of Lindau, the German Garrifon of

which are fent away to the other Side of ‘the’ 
Rhine, on Condition that they fall not come 
within 30 Leagues of the Armies. A Party of 
about 200 Huflars having paiied the Rhine ac 


Mente, and advancing to the Mountains; 


was cut off by a Detachment of the Troo 
commanded by the Marquis d’ Aligre, which 
killed or took Prifoners the greareft Parc of 
them. The 7th great Rejoycings were made 
inthe Army for the taking of Landau, and 
the Dean of the Cathedral of Spire chofe 
himfelf to begin the Je Denm, becaufe of 
the good Ufage which the French have 
fhewn co that City. Other Lerrers from 
Strasbourg of the 11th advife, that che Army 
commanded by the Marfhal de Villars march- 
ed that Day in Morning for Khineza- 
bern, to continue his March the 12th to 
Laucerbourg. 32 Battalions and fome Squa- 
drons of the Army of the Marfhal de Be- 
zons, entred that Day into the Lines, where, 
that Marfhal was to enter the s2ch with the 
reft of his Troops; but che true Defign of 
our Generals was not known. The Marqpis 
@fsuerchois was to arrive the 13th ac the 
mp of Kehl, with the Troops which 
were at Rhinezabern and Lauterbourg un- 
der the Command of the Count du Bourg 
and the Marquis de Coigny ; and Ingeniers 
are expe@ed from Flanders to fupply the 
Room of thofe who were killed in the Siege 
of Landau.
